oulsidc  lighting  is  perfect  for  the  Iwal 
chipmunks  out  gathering  nuts  by 
moonlight,  but  anyone  over  three  feet 
tail  needs  a  headlamp  to  find  his  or  her 
way  aniund. 

Not  being  able  lo  recognize  people  as 
they  approach  can  lead  to  real  dif- 
ficulties —  such  as  ninnlng  Into  the 
creditors  or  professors  whose  classes 
^ou  have  been  skipping. 

If  the  areas  between  the  buildings  are 
bed.  the  parking  lots  ore  worse.

have  sunk  several  feet  into  the  earlh 
since  they  were  erected.

outside  lighting  on  this  campus  After 
the  comments  un  the  overall  ughness 
nnd  sameness  of  IPFWs  buildings, 
which  appeared  in  this  space  in  the  Nov. 
nighl  suppose  we  would 
advi>cale  eved  poorer  lighting.  That  way 


noone  would  have  to  look  at  this  campus 
at  all  after  sundown,

Probably  not 

But  there  are  niore  serious  aspects  of 
the  lighting  problem.  Many  students 
Icar  to  walk  across  campus  after  dark. 
Some  carry  mace  or  rape  whlsUes; 
others  ask  Ihe  campus  police  to  escort 

But  a  college  campus  is  not  a  place  one 
should  have  to  carry  weapons,  and 
safely  and  security  people,  those  always 
willing  to  help,  do  not  really  have  the 
manpower  In  the  evening  to  walk 
everyone  to  safety. 

The  Communicator  feels  it  would  be 
cost  effective,  if  only  in  terms  of  time 
and  peace  of  mind,  to  install  a  belter 
lighting  system  on  Ibis  campus.  One  that 
Isperhapsa  bit  less  ornamental  and  a  bit 
more  protective. 

There  have  been  no  reported  violent 
crimes  at  IPFW.  One  woman  was  ac- 
costed jusl  (his  semester,  but  that 
happened  in  broad  daylight,  and  she 
escaped  unharmed. 

However,  nighl  crime  is  a  reality,  both 
nn  college  campuses  and  in  the  city  of 
Fort  Wayne.  Luck  is  all  that  has 
protected  students  here  so  far.  and  luck 
can  run  out  without  warning.
